Surely he is—it is 
rather trite to say so—a grown man 
working up the child in himself, 
deliberately; and naturally the first 
rson to see through that is a real 
child. His idolater and biographer, 
Forster, says of all these Christmas. 
Tales : | 

No one was more intensely fond 
than Dickens of old nursery tales, 
and he had a secret delight in 
feeling that he was here only 
giving them a higher form. The 
social and manly virtues he desired 
to teach were to him not less the 
charm of the ghost, the goblin, 
and the fairy fancies of his child. 
hood, however rudcly set forth in 
these earlier days. What were 
now to be conquered were the more 
formidable dragons and giants that 
had their places at our own 
hearths. With brave and 
strong restraints what is evil in 
ourselves was to be subdued; 
with warm and gentle sympathies 
what is bad in others was to be 
redeemed; the Beauty was to 
embrace the Beast. as in the 
divinest of all these fables; the star 
was 10 tise out of the ashes, as in 
our much-loved Cinderella; and we 
were to play the Valentine with 
our wilder brothers. and bring them 
back with brotherly care to 
civilisation and happiness. 


It is a little cruel to quote the 
assage to-day, but it does suggest 
ow very difficult it is for us, in 
our so different atmosphere, to tune 
into a voice speaking on that wave- 
length.

But 
it is so expressed that it touches 
every heart a little. Dickens's 
novels are like Boucicault’s play: 
He has known how to draw his 
lines broadly, so that all should see 
the colour. 


So, to read him with pleasure 
one has to read a great deal of 
him, work back to his times, to 
his mind, to his atmosphere. Once 
we are in that atmosphere he 
must appear one of the greatest 
of all novelists, If we are 
out of it, he will only touch 
ovr hearts “a little” Perhaps it 
is that a hundred years is too much 
for pleasure—for easy pleasure—and 
too little for judgment. Once he was 
just — up and read. Now, like 
all the classics, he must be won. 
Until, of course, his wheel comes 
round again and later times repeat 
his cytle. Then, in winters yet to 
come ‘‘A Christmas Carol’’ may 
again be enjoyed easily and univer- 
sally, when the memory of war will 
be as old as the memory of Waterloo 
was in 1843, and a long vista of 
peace on earth appears to justify 
his fortunate certainty as to the 
basic goodness of all humanity, and
